NOTICE OF DISPOSITION OF UNCLAIMED PROPERTY 
 

 The Cottonwood Heights Police Department will dispose of unclaimed property on July 

2, 2014 through PropertyRoom.com.  These items include the following: 

 
Cell phones, electronics (chargers, headphones, GPS, laminator), hand and power tools, knives, 

flashlight, sunglasses, hat, bags, airsoft gun, holster, copper wire, backpacks, CDs, watch, cash 

box safe, tool boxes, hand routers, brief case, computer in case, saws, tool case ratchet set, 

circular saw, ski poles, skis, skill torch. 

 

 Pursuant to UCA 77-24a-5, if the owner of any unclaimed property cannot be determined 

or notified, or if he is determined and notified, and fails to appear and claim the property 

after three months of its receipt by local law enforcement agency, the agency can move 

forward with the disposition of the property.
